And this reminds us 
of the amended Franchise Act, ijassod 
last session, and from which, for some 
reason or other, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor was advised to withhold his sanc- 
tion. What has become of it? Surely 
there has been ample time for the Gov- 
ernor-General to make up his mind, 
or rather, for his advisers to make up 
their 's as to the constitutionality of the 
Act. It is too bad that a whole year 
should have been lost, and a general 

1, .electioja iheld without the large and im- 
portant section of the population so 
unrighteously disfranchised under the 
oUl law being invited to take an active 
part in the management of the affairs 
of tliiH their adopted country. If, as 
we are led to believe, the Federal Gov- 
ernment are responsible for this delay, 
Ave trust the Provincial Government

More abont tbe Eleotions. 

Tl)e Toronto "Globe" of tlie 28tli tilt, 
gives the result of the Ontario elections up 
to that date, us followR: Opposition, W; 
Ministerial, 29; Independeat, ;3. Total, 
76; twelve to come oft'. The Toronto 
j^ *'Mafl'' (rather, bettor authority) of even 
'date sums np r^^plts. to that date for the 
vbole Dominion, thns: Goyernmeat, 10t<; 
Oppositionistfl, 49; independents, 12. 
TbtAl,' 167; leaving 33 elections 'fltlil to 
t'ouie oil'. If we give the whole 33 to the 
Opposition it would only make them 82, 
still leaving to the Government a. majority 
of 83. pf course, the, "GJo^'h" footing 
up is recklessly exaggerated, — even con- 
tradictory with itself. On the 23rd it 
gave .as the Ontario results, Governinnnt, 
'2(>; Opposition, Li.'i; Independent, 3. 
With HUf'ii very conflicting evidonee, it is 
diilicult to weigh accurately the results; 
but it cannot be ditUcult to see that it is 
morally certain the Government will meet 
the second Parliament of the Dominion 
with a larger following than it had in the 
old. The defeat of Sir George E. Cartior 
is douhtlos.s an awkward utlair. That he 
will ultimately sncooed in obtaining a 
.Meat no one ran doubt; but that hn will 
obtain one in time to meet Parliament 
would not appear to be quite so certain. 
Probably in no part of the Dominion is 
there greater reason to rejoice and be glad 
over the undoubted victory gained at the 
polls by the Goveriiniont partv than in 
feritish'Oohunbift, All felt that' the large 
views and bold national policy 
of the party now in power 
conld alone condttct to a suocesaful issue 
the great scheme of empire which was the 
emanation of their brain. The people of 
Jiritish (,'olunibia naturally felt that they 
had little to hope for at the hands of n 
party who have syatennitically slandered 
this line Pnivinee, and iixon ovineo<l their 
vaadinesB to gra.sp oflico at the loss of it to 
the Grown. Under these ciroumHtancea, 
and becariso tlioy honestly conoeive those 
now at the head of affairs pre-eminently 
qualified for the work in hand, it is nu- 
tiu'al and right that the ehooriiig intelli- 
genc<^ of till! trinnij)!! of great i)olitical 
l)rinei])l(^f over blind faction should glad- 
den the hearts of Pacific Colonists. 



European Mail Summary. 

The fish poachers have appealed to 
science for help, and threaten to be- 
come too clever for the law. It ap- 
peal's that they have discovered tbe use 
of dynamite, one of the most powerful 
of all the new explosives. M. J, D, 
Doiigall w.i-ites to the Tijaies to say that 
1^ oz. of this preparation let down into 
the water in a common po:natum- 
bottlc and exploded will kill all the lisli 
for hundreds of yards without injuring 
their ap])caranco or fitness for food. He 
intends to try it for catching salmon in 
Labrador, and tliinks it might be use- 
ful in sea-fishing — it certainly would in 
the whale fishery — but dreads its em- 
ployment by the poachers. Tl^o Ga- 
zette contained the announcement of 
Mr. Helps' nomination as aK. C. B., 
and also that of Lady Mayo as a Lady 
of the Bedchamber to the' Queen. Tlio 
election of a Town Councillor at Bol- 
ton on Monday was made under the 
new Ballot law. Several voters per- 
sisted in openly proclaiming tlie can- 
didate for whom they ■ voted, No clue 
has yet been discovered to the murder- 
er of the two women at Hoxton, and 
the Governniont has increased the re- 
ward olYered for discovery to £'200. A 
Indy, at Twickenliani, wlio had been 
stung by two bees, died from the shock 
caused to her nervous system. The 
jury disagi-eed in the Case of Montgo- 
mei7, charged with the murder of Mr. 
Glass at Newtownstewart, Ireland, and 
were discharged. Mr. Baron Hughes, 
one of the Judges of the Irish Court of 
Exchequer, died on Monday. Among 
those who have been this year granted 
pensions from the Civil List are Sir W. 
Fothergill Cook; the widow* of tiie 
matliematician do IMorgan, Jlark Le- 
mon (editor of Punch), the Hev. F. 
Scrivener, a Biblical scholar; and two 
dauglitors of tlie late Field Marshal 
Sir J. Biu-goyno. The animosity towards 
Mr. Justice Keogh has in no degree dim- 
inished among tlio lower classes of the 
Iriah,peoplo. An eiligy vtaa burnt iMfore 
the Judge's lodgings at Strabano. Several 
persons have been convicted at the as- 
sizes for taking part in similar riotous 
proceedings. The second trial at Done- 
gal of two brothers named ]\[i'(!alloy for 
the murder of Mary iMcFadden and at- 
teiuptod murder of her husband has ter- 
luinatod, like the first, in the disagree- 
ment of the jury. Mr. Serjeant Dowse 
has aocei>ted the Jndgship vacant by the 
death of Mr. Baron Hughes, but no offi- 
cial annouucoment of the fact has been 
made.

He then tied a rope round the 
body with a stone or iron attached to it 
and threw it overboard. Tha i)ri-

The jury, after a few minute? considera- 
tion, gave their verdict that tliov wore of 
opinion "that the said 'Lucy' had come 
to her death by a wound caused by a ball 
supposed to have beeu fired by a man 
named Halls."
